It was intenaed to act at an early date, 
but the news leaked out and all the con: 
spirators were arrested during the night.

RIVALS SOUTH 


Cotton Growing Is Being 
Developed on a Large 
Scale. 


Liverpool, September 4.—The news re- 
ceived from Lagos, British west Africa, 
beptember 2, that the development of the 
cotton trade in the interior of that-part 
of Africa was so great that the local 
railroad officials had been obliged to run 
extru trains in order to bring down the 
large supplies to the coast, somewhat sur- 
prised the cotton interests here, cotton 
growing in west Africa being still regard- 
ed as in a largely experimental stage. 
Thirty tons of cotton from Lagos arrived 
in the Mersey this’ week and was pro- 
nounced to be of excellent quality.

WRATH FLAMES 


AGAINST FRENCH 


Bitter Feeling Follows At- 
tack on Americans by 
Soldiers.

OCEAN YAWNED 


FOR OLYMPIA 


En Route to Norfolk Cruise 
Came Near Sinking

Caught in a Great Gale and Buffeted

Norfolk, Va., September 4.—The cruiser 
Olympia, flying the pennant of Rear Ad- 
miral Coghlan, arrived at the Norfolk 
navy yard today. Her bottom was in- 
spected and she will be docked Wednes- 
day for repairing the injuries received on 
rocks off the coast of Maine. On the 
way down the coast in a storm it was 
thought at «me time the Olympla was 
sinking. 

The Olympia ran into a heavy gale off 
Tomaston harbor and for a while fears 
were entertained that she might noi be 
able to weather it in safety. Her water- 
tight compartments saw her safely 
through the hlow, but 
compelled to seek shelter in 
harbor until the gale subsided. 
ime during the blow some of the officers 
and men feared the ship was really 
sinking. 

When the Olympia reached the Norfolk 
mavy yard today she was immediately 
boarded by Naval Constructor Evans and 
his force of assistants. Several of her 
plates were found to be cracked amd 
broken and it was announced she would 
be docked Wednesday for repairs, which 
wil] consume about seven weeks.

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‘Washington, September 4.—(Special.)— 
Members of cOngress: who-vare interested 
in_ public buildings and new: buliging sites 
provided for during the last congress are 
making anxious inquivies at the treasury 
department to ascertain why the work is 
80 backward arid in many instances not 
yet started. These complaints of tardi- 
ness are by no means sectional, as they 
come from the north and south, the east 
and the west. 

Inquiry at the treasury department 
shows that in many instances delays hate 
beén brought about by the complications 
surrounding the acquisition of clear titles 
to property. Other delays have been oc- 
casioned by the backwardness of the con- 
tragtors and for other reasons too numer- 
ous to mention. The departmental force 
of the government is generally short- 
handed during the summer months for at 
that season many employees that can be 
spared take their annual vacation. 

Some of th? complaints which have re- 
cently reached the treasury department 
are based on the fact that work has not 
yet commenced on new projects which: 
were only authorized at the shorl session 
of the last congress. Preasury officials 
explain that no work can be commenced 
upon a site until an appropriation for the 
préparation of plans and awarding of 
contracts is made. The actual work now 
In hand is being Cone'vun projects au- 
thorized at the first session of the fifty- 
seventh congress. Projegts originating in 
the last session for the purchase of sites 
for n@éw buil@ings or exténsions are con- 
fined to securing titles, so that the way 
may be clear fer an appropriation to be 
maJe at the coming congress to begin 
work. 


No Collusion. 


It was Suggested that in view of the 
genera! opposition ef the leaders of the 
senate and house to what they regard as 
extravagance in public buildings that the 
administration might be in collusion with 
congress to prevent toe great an output 
of money at this time on public buildings. 
There appears to he but little foundation 
for this suggestion, although it some- 
times seems that favoritism plays an im- 
portant part in expediting work on a fed- 
eral building. Supervising Architect Taylor 
say ithe: fores in ‘Kia offfée is working 
faithfully and consetentiously topush along 
the unusually largé humber of projects 
provided for by the last congress. He 
cited a number of instances where some of 
the delays are unavoidable because of 
complications surrounding the selection 
of sites and acquiring of clear titles to 
the property desired. : 

He referred to Savannah as one of the 
eases in which an unavoidable delay oc- 
curred. Two ‘years ago an omnibus bill 
Was passed authorizing the establishment 
of marine hospitals at Savannah, Buffalo 
end Pitteburg respectively. Representa- 
tives Lester, for Savannah; Alexander, 
for Buffalo, and Dalzell, for Pittsburg, 
effected a combination in the house by 
which they secured the passage of a pill 
notwithstanding the stubborn opposition 
ef Speaker Henderson and Uncle Joe 
Cannon, chairman of the committee on 
appropriations. After the passage of the 
bill there was a long delay in securing 
the site for the Savannah buyllding. 

A special act of the Georgia Iegisla- 
ture was nécessary to enable the govetn- 
mént to acquire a certain plece of prop- 
erty which had formerly been used by 
the United States through a special grant 
of the state of Georgia. Then there 
Was another hitch about the purchase of 
the remefnder of one square which be- 
longed io private individuals. After‘ these 
tangles had been straightened out there 
Was a long delay in the preparation of 
the plans owing to differences of opinion 
between Surgeon Genera] Wyman, of the 
‘marine hospital service, and the super- 
vising architect of the treasury. At pres- 
eut the drawings for the buildings are 
uncompleted and a draughtsman engaged 
upon the work Is on leave of absence. It 
may be a month before the drawings 
fre completed and approved by the sec- 
tetary of the treasury before bids for 
the work can be called for. 

Buffalo Hospital. 

Boffale has not made much more prog- 
ress with her marine hospital buildiag 
than Savannakb, altheugh i¢ was provided 
for in a similar bHi at the same time. 
There was not much delay in choosing 
a site, but there was considerabie back- 
wardness on the part of the department 
of justice in eecuring a ciear title to 
the site selected by the government com- 
mission.

WILSON BACKS 
SILK GROWERS 


Agricultural secretary Is 
Working To Encourage 
the Industry. 


Washington, September 4—(Special.)— 
Silk growers in this country and those 
who are. interested in promoting the silk 
srowing industry are recefving a great 
Geal of encouragement and substantia) 
assistance from: the department of agri- 
culture. Every effort is being made to 
stimulate the cultivation of the silk pro- 
ducing cocoons. At present but a com- 
paratively small amount of silk is pro- 
duced in this country, but experts in 
the department of agriculture are con- 
fident that the conditions for silk culture 
in various parts of the United States 
are equal to those of China or Japan. 

The manofacture of the finer grades 
of s¥@k goods in this country is steadily 
increasing, and the official reports just 
compiled by the department of commerce 
and labor show that the imports of raw 
Silk in the fiscal year just ended were 
the largest in the history of the govern- 
ment. For the year ending June 30, 1903, 
15,271,340 pounds of unmanufactured silk, 
valued at $50,0U1,819, were imported, as 
compared with 14.2 million pounds in 1902 
and 10.4 millions in 1901. From this silk 
Our manufacturers will make finished 
products valued at over $125,000,000. 

Of the $,000,000 worth of unmanufac- 
tured silk imported practically one-half 
comes from Japan, the raw silk from 
that country in the fiscal year just end- 
ed being valued at 24.6 millions of dol- 
lars. Itdhy furnished nearly 13 millions, 
the Chinese empire 8.9 millions, France 
2.2 millions, and all other countries only 
a little over $300,000 worth of raw silk. 
Besides this, there was a little over 
& million dollars’ worth of silk waste 
imported, which is used principally in 
making “spun silk.’ and is classed as 
unmanufactured silk in the statistics of 
imports. 

Many attempt« have been made to pro- 
duce raw silk in this country. As early 
as 1623 mulberry trees were required to 
be planted by all settlers in Virginia, 
and some silk was grown in the early 
days of the colony. In the second quar- 
ter of the last century the cultivation of 
silk seemed to give promise of success, 
but the enterprise degenerated into a 
speculation in Chinese mulberry trees 
‘and ended in nutter failure. The recent 
experiments of the department of. agri- 
culture are again directing attention to 
the practicability of raising on Our own 
farms a share at least of this material, 
which forms so considerable a part of 
our imports: 

During recent years the importation 
of raw silk hag increased almost con- 
tinuously, until in the fiscal year just 
ended it amounted to over $5,000,000. The 
nearest approach to this value was in 
1900, wher $45,330,000 worth was imported. 

Notwithstanding the inerease In the 
quantity of unmanufactured silk which 
is brought here to be made into fabrics 
by our own manufacturers, the !mpor- 
tation of manufactured silks does not 
fall off. For 1908 it Is not $3,000,000 Jess 
than the previous high mark, madé in 
1893. This would Indicate that there is 
still room for growth fn our domestic 
manufacture before the demand will be 
supplied. :

MANY FACTORIES 
TO CLOSE DOORS 


Seventeen Cotton Mills To 
Shut Down in New 
England. 


Fall River, Mass., September 4.—Seven- 
teen cvetton manufacturing corporations 
of Fall River will shut down entirely to- 
morrow until September 14, throwing out 
of work nearly 13,000 handg operating | 
1,300,000 spindies. The curtailment next 
week is the most extensfve of any here 
since the cotton situation became un- 
favorable to mill ownerg, This extensive 
stappage of machinery will take more 
than $100,000 out of ciruclation; through 
the loss of wages.

Owing to the fact that the wa- 
men of the house are not allowed to ba 
seen by any other man than their lord 
and master, al] domestic offices are sit- 
vated away from the house. proper. In 
meny of tre larger houses, besides the 
water fountains, others playing scent oF 
ecented water are to be found. Sections 
of the courtyard also are slightly sunk 
and these portions aré filled with scented 
oil. which is wred to perfume ‘the rooms. 
The Mcors @re excepttonally particnbar 
in discarding their footgear before enter- 
ing a room cr crossing a rug Or carpet: 
they even change slippers pefore entering 
the courtyard from the street. Thus the 
houses are kept beautifully’ clean and 
sweet and are not, as many people would 
Bupposs, musty or close.

MACON CRUSADE 
IN THE COURTS 


Nicholls Woman Refuses « To 
leave Home 


Declares Macon Has No Right Jo 
Make Her Leave Property She 
Owns—Jurisdiction of Po- 
lice Court Also Denied 
by Attorneys. 


By E. C. Bruffey. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., September 4—(Special.)— 
Opposition to the moral wave set in mo- 
tion by Rev. Dr. White, of the First Bap- 
tist church, Geyeloped this morning from 
a most unexpected quarter, a quarter tne 
most vulnerable of the many evils at 
which Or. White has been fighting from 
the pulpit and wpon the streets since 
he began his crusage. 

The Constitution has already told of 
the attempt to legislate Allie Nichois out 
of hame and out of town by the \oard 
of aldermen last Tuesday night. The 
Constitution recounted the fact that 
Mavor Smith, when the existence of th@ 
placa was brought to his attention dur- 
ing the Pierce-Freeman investigation, 
ordered Chief of Police Murphy to make 
the woman inove within the time speci- 
fied by lay, or, in event she did not ccin- 
ply, to move her himself. 

The fact jhat the woman had been 
served with a warrant cCirecting her to 
answer a charge in the city court, and 
the further fact that ghe had given bond, 
were related. The woman palg no attefi- 
tion to the orders given her by the chief 
of police, anjJ a case was booked against 
her at police headquarters, charging her 
with violating section 370, of the city 
coGe. .The cas? was on the docket for 
the session of the co.rt this morning. andi 
quite a crowd was present to watch the 
result. 

But there was no trial. 

It has developed since the movement 
began that Allie Nichols owns the house 
in which she resides, and that she de- 
nies the mght of the citxk to move her 
out of her cwn property, and upon that 
she has determined te make the Nght, 
She, of course, knows she can be fined 
or otherwise punished for the violation

When the case was called in police 
court, Colonel John R. Coozger appeared 
for the defendant and asked for a con- 
tinuance, and at the same time demyrred 
as to the jurisdiction of the court. 


Jurisdiction Is Denied. 
There were four grounds upon which 


the demurrer was based, the second one 4 


reading: 

“Because the city of Ma@gon and its au- 
thorities ‘have no right in law to punish 
her for a criminzl offense punishable by 
the criminal laws of Georgia of the com 
monwealth of Georgia.”’ 

In the next section appears these words: 

“Because the defendant cannot be pun- 
ished for violation of section 370 of the 
city code of Macon for running a disor- 
derly house, 4s this offense is a violation 
of the criminal laws of the state, section 
SJL of the criminal code of Georgtia.’’ 

The demurrer then declares that if the 
defendant, Allie Nichols, is ‘‘tried in the 
said recorder’s court of the city of Ma- 
con for this offense, she will-be deprived 
of her liberty, contrary to the constitu- 
tion of the United States that says no 
person shall be twice put in jeopardy for 
the same offense,”’

request for a brief statement about that 
portion of Florida, the general said: 

“Like every other locality, 1t has its 
Objecticns, in some particulars. The 
inost serious objection to it, I think, is 
the mcsquitoes, At certain seasons they 
are very annoying, but fortunately they 
come in the months which ere not the 
working portion of the year. We reverse 
the cropping s¢asons down there. We 
plant our crops of tomatoes and 
beans and other vegetables in Ncvem- 
ber. Detember and January and ship to 
matket in March, April and May. Our 
crops are planted, made end marketed 
in five or six months instead of twelve 
months as is the case with cotton.” 

“What is your leading and most profit- 
able crop, zeneral?’ 

“Tomatoes are much the largest prod- 
uet in that section, but other vegetables 
are shipped in ccnsiderable quantities.” 

“Is vegetable growing profitable in that 
locality ?’’ 

“Yes, very profitable, but I'ke all crops 
there some drawbacks. We make 
heavy some seasons and lighter 
cnes other years: but J consider the 
raising of tomatoes, etc., in that part 
of Florida as vastly more profitable than 
raising cotton or’ other crops in other 
states. You perceive that our crops are 
grown in midwinter and we get them to 
market when’ other sections are just be- 
to plant. Hence our crops are 
fancy prices.’

“Well. that depends on the kind of 
land, the seasons and largely upon the 
‘industry of the farmer himself. 1 should

there what he can’t do anywhere else, 
so far as nfy knowledge extends. If he 
has no money he can arrange to Work a 
part of his time in his’ crop end part 
of his time for very high wages and in 
the packing season find light and pleas- 
ant and very profitable employment for 
his family. He can rent a few acres of 
prairie land for his tomato crop or he can 
arrange to plant on shares. and can buy 
on long credit another piece of land on 
which to begin his orchards. In less 
than six months his tomato crop will be 
made and sold. Then he has six months 
more for other work. Whereas in cofton 
he scarcely gets through with one crop 
before he has to begin preparing for the 
next. With a fair success in his tomato 
crop he will be prepared for going ahead 
with his orchards, and when he gets 2 
acres in full bearing of oranges and grape 
fruit and pineapples and Avovcata pears, 
ete., he will have secured a competency 
for his old age and for his family & 
he is dead. Ten acres will do this for 
him if his orchard is properly cared for.”’ 

“Well, general, that is a very attrac- 
tive outlook for a poor man with a fam- 
ily on his hands, but can suitable lands 
be secured at reasonable rates?’

‘The Arbitration Law—Tax Equalize- 
tion. 

In the light of the present discus- 
sion of the tax question, precipitated 
as it is by consideration of the opera- 
tions of the present system of settling 
corporation tax values by arbitration, 
the communication of Hon. Martin V. 
Calvin, the veteran legislator of Rich- 
mond, giving his strong indorsement 
of The Constitution’s. demand for tax 
equalization, will be read with espe- 
cial interest. 


There can be no question that the 
first and most important duty of the 


state’s legislators is to provide means 
under which absolute equality can be 
assured. The present laws are no- 
toriously inadequate. The basis of a 
proper system is there, but its weak- 
nesses are notorious. Mr. Calvin con- 
tends that insteal of seeking ways to 
increase the tax burdens the really im- 
portant thing is to perfect the present 
system, and he adds to the discussion 
his strong advocacy of the creation of 
county boards of assessors with a state 
board of appeal, following the general 
lines of the law enacted in 1891, and 
repealed before it was given anything 
like a fair test. 

The practical application of the 
present system to the difficult task of 
securing proper franchise assessments 
serves just now to draw especial at- 


tention to the whole questicn of tax | 


values and taxation. 

The Constitution took occasicn, on 
Sunday last, to point out some of the 
weak spots in the present system of 
arbitration, a system under which the 
state virtually surrenders all of that 
power te assess tax values which 
must be an inherent part of its right 
to tax. The practical impossibility of 
obtaining under such a system that 
equality of taxation guaranteed by the 
constitution must have impressed it- 
self upon all thinking men, even be- 
fore it was applied to this matter of 
the franchise assessments; 


decisions have been reached in several 


now that 


of the most important cases, it is appa- 
rent that not only is equality of tax- 
ation impossible, but that the state 


'does not begin to get the returns to 


which it is justly entitled. 
This is said in no spirrt of cirticism 
of the gentlemen who acted as umpire 


in these different arbitrations. It is 


an award which he honestly believes 
to meet the letter and the spirit of the 
franchise law, and it must not be for- 
gotten that in both the Southern and 
the umpires gse- 
lected were proposed by the state’s 
and Atkinson. 

Under the law of the state providing 
for these arbitrations the umpire is 
the sole judge. The franchise assess- 
ment of each road rests solely, there- 
fore, upon the individual opirion of 
one man, and in these two cases that 
ohe man was named by the state. 

in one case that sole judge might in 
all honesty believe that what we call 
has merely a nominal 
value, even when the road is earning 
large dividends upon its investment; 
in another case that sole judge—he is, 
of course, a different man in each ar- 
bitration—might decide upon a very 
high franchise assessment for a rail- 
road which had practically no earning 
capacity. With twenty umpires in as 
many cases, the absolute impossibility 
of equal treatment as between these 
different tax payers becomes apparent. 

But this Inequality is not the great- 
est evil of a system under which the 
state, by surrendering all its rights, 
places its case in the hands of some 
One mar in whose selection neither 
the governer nor the comptroller gen- 
eral, the head of the tax department, 
has any part. These two officials are 
those most directly interested, because 
of the offices they. hoid, in securing 
the best possible returns for the state, 
and yetina matter like this franchise 
tax assessment, involving as it does 
millions of dollars in tax valuations, 
neither the governor nor the comp- 
troller general have an atom of power. 

From the standpoint of the state, 
some of the results that have been an- 
nounced are highly disappointir.g, and 
the conclusion is inevitable tha® the 
arbitration system is radically wrong. 
It leads to unequal treatment of sim- 
ilar properties and to injustice to the 
state, not to speak of its other appa- 
rent defects. 

The correction of the evils tn the 
present system of the return of prop- 
erties of different kinds for taxation 
will be one of the most important du- 
ties of the general assembly ui its 
next session. The first step must be 
toward equalizaticn. Whether this is 
to be accomplished under the plan re- 
ferred to by Mr. Calvin or some other, 
there can be no doubt that some 
change in the present inadequate and 
unjust system will be made. If any 
vestige of this arbitration law is per- 
mitted to remain, there should certain 
ly be provision under which the gov- 
ernor and the comptroiler general,

Cost of Making Cotton Crop. 

Editor Constitution: The little spat be- 
tween Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
and our. highly esteemed General But- 
ler. seems to excite a great deal of in- 
terest as to whether or not 
Messrs. Brown and Hayne were gamblers 
when they put the price of catton up 80 
much higher than it had been for so long 
a time. 

The present price is only fair when we 
think of the hardships the cotton plant- 
ers of the south have undergone, when 
eotton was so low. and what it takes to 
make One pound of cotton and the num- 
ber of times that each stalk or Dd] of 
eotton has to be handled from ‘the time 
its cultivation is begun to: the time it 
is Placed on the market, 

Here is the amount of work it. takes 
to make and market a crop: Knocking, 
old stalks down, barring off stalks twice, 
running out old stalks, scattering ferti- 
lizer, ridging twice, running out middle, 
planting, first plowing, chopping out, sec- 
ond and third plowing twice, hoeing, an- 
other plowing twice, taking out bunches 
of grass, fifth plowing, picking—one hun- 
dred bolls to pound of fint, conveying 
to sheets, sheet to cotton house, cotton 
house to bin, from bin’ to feeder, from 
condenser to press, from press to rail- 
road and finally weighing.

We have been disposed to go outside 
the state with a view to discovering a 
new system of tax laws, ard we have 
wasted not a little time trying to ad- 
just those laws to conditions in Geor- 
gia. Therein we erred. Ohio laws, In- 
Giana laws, New York statutes the 
question of taxation are inapplicable to 
conditions which exist in this state.

Were Not Consulted. 


There is an impression in some quarters 
that the eovernor or the comptroller gen- 
eral, or both, had something to do with 
raming the mmpires in the Southern and 
Seaboard arbitrations. Such. however, is 
not the case. As stated in The Constitu- 
tion yesterday Judge Warren D. Notting- 
ham, mpire in the case of the Sonthern, 
was named at the siiggestion of Hon. J. 
Pope Brown. the estate's representative, 
un@ Howard Thompson umpire tn the 
Seaboard case, was named at the sugges- 
tion of Judge Spencer R. Atkinson, also 
representing the state. 

Governor Terrell! stated vesterday that 
not only did he have nothing to do witn 
suggesting or approving the mmpires in 
either of these cases, but was not con- 
sifited with regard to them, and knew 
nothing of their selection until he saw it 
announced In the newspapers. 

Comptroller Genera! Wright said h? 
knew nothing of the selection of either of 
these umpires. and was not even notified 
of the selection of one of them. 

Tt has usually been customary for the 
state’s representative in these arbftratfon 
cases to notify tne comptroller general of 
the selection of an umpire, or of a dis- 
agreement in case one is not selected.

Capitalizing the above net earnings of 
$l,lau,syy.l2 on a basis of 7 per cent, 
would make the total vaiue ol the prop- 
erty $16,291,416. 

ln other words, the net earnings as 
above stated would be 7 per cent inter- 
est on a value of $16,291.4i6. It must be 
remembered that from the net earnings 
the railroad company has to pay interest 
on its indebtedness, lay aside some 
amount for extraordinary expenses and 
permanent improvements. 

It will be seen that $16,291,416 is the full 
value of the property. Deducting one- 
third of the amount in order to place 
the railroad property in the state on 
the same ratio ef tax value to full value, 
which the comptroller general in Georgia 
states is 66 2-3 per cent, it would make 
Southern Railway Company's property 
$10,860,944. 

This amount represents the value of 
the tangible property, such as railroad 
tracks, rolling stock, depots, tools, ma- 
chinery, ete., and also the franchises, 
from the fact that the earnings were 
taken as a basis for capitalization, which 
earnings were derived from the tangible 
property, as wel] as the franchise ut 
right to operate. 

The full value of property, as above 
ascertained, $10,860,944, less tangible prop- 
erty, as per comptroller general’s assess- 
ment, $10,391,122, leaves yalue of fran- 
chise, $469,822. 

No other property in the state of Geor- 
gia is assessed at a basis of 7 per cent 
capitalization of its net earnings. Does 
the local assessor of taxes. who iI!s 
charged with valuing a cotton mill, a 


efactory, Office buildings, or anything of 


the kind, ask the president of such com- 
pany to state his net earnings and then 
capitalize such earnings on & basis of 7 
per cent, and place the property on the 
tax books at two-thirds of what it would 
earn 7 per cent on. I will illustrate: 
Suppose a cotton factory in Fuitton 
county had a capital stock of $600,000. In 
1992 this cotton mill, after. paying its 
operating expenses, such as salaries, 
wages. insurance and_ taxes, earned 
$100,000 net. Does the tax assessor say 
to the cotton mil] that your net earnings, 
after paying only your operating ex- 
penses and taxes, being $100,000, would 
pay 7 per cent on $1,428,571? I will deduct 
ene-third in order to place you on the 


same footing as other property, and you 
tax on a valuation 


is $452.381 more than 
the cotton mill is stocked for. In other 
words, more than the plant cost. Cer- 
tainly not. The cotton mill is assessed 
the local assessor at what he con- 
celves to be a fair value of the plant, 
and he does not capitalize its net earn- 
ings for the purpose of arriving at the 
tax value. Even if he did follow this 
course he would allow the cotton miil 
company to set aside some part of their 
earnings of each year for improvements 
and depreciation of plant. 

Now, with the Southern Railway Com- 
pany we have not even given them the 
benefit of a 7 per cent capitalization. 
because we have assessed the franchise 
at $1,650,600. or about three and one-half 
times what the franchise would work 
out on a 7 per cent capitalization. Is It 
not a fact that 90 per ceng of the prop- 
erty in Georgia earns considerably more 
han 7 per cent on what it {fs assessed 
Tor tax*tion. 

I give you another illustration below: 

It would be manifestly unfair to. take 
a newspaper. for instance, which did 
not have a plant, such as a press. type. 
etce.. but only had an editor's office, the 
printing of the paper being done by 
some ovrintinge establishment, and as- 
the editor, who didn’t probably pay 2 
dollar ad valorem tax, what his net 
earnings were, and then capitalize them 
at 7 per cent and make him pay taxes 
on a basis of the total amount arrived 
at. Tt would be taxing the good will 
af the paper. and be absolutelv in the 
nature of an income tax. Tse of the nef 
earnings as an absolute basis of arriving 
at the value of a railroad property Is 
eertainiv an fneome tax and not an oe- 
cunation or franchise tax. as is contem- 
plated under the law.

The case against Bailiff’ E. D. O’Con- 
nor, who is charged with ‘“‘tipping off’ 
the residents in the tenderloin and caus- 
ing a wild panic Thursday night, fol- 
lowed by a remarkable exodus, was 
called in the recorder’s court yesterday 


_afternoon and continued until next Mon- 


day afternoon on the request of the de- 


fendant. 

The case is a very unique one 
the first of the kind that has ever been! 
docketed by the police in Atlanta. 

A peculiar feature in the affair is that 
the police claim there was no raid on 
foot and that if O’Connor ‘‘tipped off” 
the tenderloin he did so without any 
foundation. 

O’Connor admits he told a few per- 
sons that they had better look out, as 
a raid by the police was on foot, but 
he claims that what he said was merely 
in the nature of gossip and that his 
tongue hasn't yet been so muzzled that 
he cannot tell what he hears so long 
as he does no one any harm. 

Officer Hewell, who arrested O’Connor, 
says the bailiff was drinking and re- 
sisted. This is also denied by O’Connor. 

Chief Ball was somewhat. vexed about 
the matter, as he did not like the idea 
of the tenderloin being deserted and the 
residents scattered over town so the po- 
lice could not watch them. 

It is said that the exodus, which be- 
gan at 8 o’clock Thursday night and 
lasted for two or three hours, caused 
the tenderloin to become entirely de- 
serted., 

Many sought refuge just outside the 
city limits, while others secured rooms 
where they believed they could hide until 
the storm had blown over. 

O’Connor stated last night that he 
would fight the case-to the bitter end. 
He is summoning a host of witnesses 
and the trial Monday afternoon promises 
to be a very interesting affair.

WANT WITNESSES 
IN HOLDUP CASE

teresting Developments Are 
Promised by Officers, 


—---_-— 


Couples Who Were “Held Up” Do 
Not Want To Testify In Open 
Court—One Man, However, 

Has Volunteered to 
Testify. 


The developments which are pg. enised 
in the ‘hold up’’ of the disguised county 
police may be as sénsaéional as the ar- 
rest of Jesse -L. Perkins, wWho is 
charged with being the leader of the 
“hold up’ gang. 

The officers who 
out the little ruse by which Perkins was 
caught say that they intend to fin 
witnesses among the couples who were 
held up by Perkins and his crowd. In 
the effort to find witnesses only the men 
will be called to testify. The

may feel some hesitancy about testify- 
ing in court and this will probably re- 
sult in the police having some difficulty 
in securing witnesses.

His rame has not been divulged 
by the officers.

“hold up acts.’’ Perkins was armed with 
a loaded pistol. 

‘‘Hold Ups’? Were Reported. 

It had heen reported to the county 
police several months ago that a gang 
of young mén were making it a practice 
to “hold up’ couples who went to the 
water works station for an evening’s 
promenade, and after representing them- 
selves as officers demanded money for 
a release. It was. difficult for the of-

He says he is willing to ap- 
rear in court 9s a witness. Of course 
we will not ferce the woman into court. 
I have a list of names of other mea 
who were held up with their female com- 
ranions. We may subpoena a lot of these 
meén, but IT do net think it will be neces- 
sary to call upon the women.” 

Sticks to His Story. 

Perkins ‘still sticks to his story abort 
not having had anything to'do with the 
‘hold ups,’ which seem to have heen 
nothing less than a blackmailing scheme. 
He refuses to tell why he was out in 
the woods at 10 o'clock at night with a 
pistol. 

Perkins will be tried in the criminal 
court on four charges—representing hint- 
self as an -officer, carrying a concealed 
weapon, pointing a pistol at another and 
blackmailing. He mey also be tried on 
the charge of highway robbery if the 
county police succeed in getting the wit- 
nesses they are after.

Many times during the war his life was 
endangered, Once at thp battle of Shiloh 
a round shot struck his pistol, and the 
ferce of the biow knocked him down, and 
again a spent pistol ball hit his knapsack. 
Once more during the war, while in a 
train with a number of wounded soldiers, 
the ‘axle broke and the car ran off a 
bridge, but he was not seriously hurt, 
though one man was killed, 

After the war Captain Francis, now re- 
stored ic health, went to Montgomery, 
Ala., and engaged in business in the 
firm of Price & Francis. Several years 
later ne went tu Covington, Ky., and from 
here to Jacksen, Tenn., where for seven 
years he engaged in the hardware busi- 
ness in the firm of Bates & Francis, and 
was also a traveling salesman durifg 2 
part of the yvear for the Pappenheimer 
Hardware: Company in Cincinnati. His 
business engagements carried him through 
Georgia and Alabama, and the favorable 
location and magnificent weather of At- 
lanta struck his fancy, bringing about 
his removal to this city, where he has 
lived, quietly and in good health, since 
1881. For about twénty years after com- 
ing to Atlanta he served as the travel- 
ing saleaman for the Simmons Hardware 
Company, of St. Louis, but during the 
jatter part of his life he worked in the 
real estate and renting business in the 
firm ef Morgan & Francis. 

His many changes of tesidence and his 
different trips through all the south made 
him known to many people, and conse-

W {he free kindergartens in Atlanta 
the following comment upon the 


ehildren and the work of the schools: by 
ene of the ladies who has been interest- 
ed in the movement since its beginning 
will be pertinent: 

‘‘The free kindergarten system was in- 
troduced into Atlanta eight years ago. 
Today that system comprises six schools 
with 355 pupils. 

“The work of these schools is the 

training of children from 3 to 6 years 
of age from homes where busy and often 
incompetent mothers can do but little 
for them. Se, who have worked during 
eight years for these chiidren, feel that 
neither time, money nor effort have been 
lost. 
-“Both Mrs. Black and I have traced 
many of the children into the public 
schools which are in the neighborhood 
of our‘ kindergartens. In these five 
Bchools, scattered through seven grades, 
we have four 400 of our children of 
whom both teachers and principals speak 
fn high terms, saying that in application 
and fn understanding they outrank the 
others. x 

“Many of the little ones in our schools 
and especially in the Decatur street 
echool, are either of foreign birtn or 
born of forelgn parents, and English is 
not spoken in their homes. 

‘The children have not only received 
the kindergarten training, but have 
learned to use our language, and so have 
been prepared to do good work whea 
they have entered the public schools. 

“The child is not the only member of 
the family who is benefited by the kin- 
Gergarten. Our teachers do a wonderful 
work through their mothers’ meetings 
and their visits in the homes. 

“In speaking of the kindergarten we 
Bpeak always of the child, but in mv 
Visits to the schools I am ever more 
impressed by the teacher than by the 
children. I fee! that they are truiy in- 
epired workers. There is no duty 
mean, none so repulsive, that they turn 
trom it. 

“Their patience, their love. their for- 
bearance is something beautiful. 

“Their beautiful work‘reacts and helps 
them to true and beautiful lives. and 
without such qur work. of which we 
tell so much,‘could not be.’’ Pm

APPLICANTS ARE EXAMINED. 


Children Desiring To Enter Public 
Schools Are Graded“by the 
Teachers. 

Yesterday morning examinations were 
held in alj the public schools of the city 
for those children who desired to enter 
schools and those who were not promoted 
last year, and a very large number were 
present. The teachers of the different 
schools were required to _report to the 
principals, and then each teacher went 
to her own room and conducted the ex- 
aminations for those children applying for 


her grade. 

During the Normal schoo] institute the 
different grades at the class meetings 
arranged the examinations in such a way 
that the full knowledge of.the child would 
be shown by the answers, but especial 
care wags taken not to make the ques- 
tions too hard. Children’ who were not 
promoted last year were required to stand 
an examination on those studies in which 
they were deficient and new applicants 
took the complete examination. Appli- 
cants for the first grade were not pres- 
ent since there is no examinations for 
this grade. : 

The number of admission cards issued 
up to the present time has reached 2,800, 
and more children are pouring into the 
office every day. This number is excel- 
lent when compared to the record of last 
year. Boys and girls are returning to 
the city from the mountains and the coun- 
try and the seashore and are busily en- 
gaged hunting up last year's reports and 
old books, and speculating on the kind 
of teacher they will have during the 
year and the new playmates they will 
make. Teachers and children are anxious 
for school to begin.

After the i@iblication of tne lst a 
month ago there was a tremendous out- 
cry raised by those milk dealers Whose 
samples showed up dirty. They com- 
plained that with the publication many 
of thelr customers changed to dealers 
showing samples that passed the clean 
Or fair test. Several of those who were 
positive that their samples had passed 
with the mark of clean said last night 
that they belleved that they awere enti- 
tled to the credit tha: belongs to good 
milk this month, as much as they were 
compelled to suffer the discredit that 
attended the reports showing that their 
milk was dirty last mon@h, and that 
while they hud made many improve- 
ments in the equipments in their dairies 
they were still compelled to bear the 
cdium that appeared in the list for July.
